SARALAND, Ala. (AP) — The 
lost three victims of Amtrak’s wonf 
disaster were recovered Friday, rais- 
ing the death toll to 47 as investiga- 
tors puzzled over conflicting time 
logs tracking the Sunset Limit^ into 
a foggy bayou. 

’ The bodies, presumed to be three 
Amtrak engineers, were taken to the 
state medical examiner's office for 
positive identification, Cout Guard 
Copt. Michael Perkins said. 

Investigators used high-pressure

TWIN FALLS - If Paittor Myron Giatz 
had to write n school them^c on "How 1 
Spent My Summer Vacation," he could 
top anyone in class,

month of AUgust in Siberiut. 

It all. began., when a friend from 
Fairbanks. Ala.s ka. in vited Giatz to join 
him and six other pastors on a mission 
trip. The group would fly from 
Anchorage to Mngadon in South Siberia 
and then on to the Knmchaisky 
Peninsula, which has been dubbed the 
Russian Far East. 

"The urea has only been open lo 
outsiders for three years, so 1 was really 
excited about going." Glutz said. 

Ilis enthusiasm never dimmed. 

The mission team was allowed to 
preach, teach and organize a church in 
Pciropavolos. The pastors also 
distributed clothing and supplies among 
the people. 

. -'TTic people are having a difficult time 
there." Glalz said. 

, The pastors stayed at a boarding 


school for teachers, which is frequently, 
without electricity, or hot wotcr. Most of 
-the-peoplo-livc-in-rundowii.apartmc'nts,. 
Giatz explained, though they keep the 
interiors of their homes neat and clean. 

"I didn’t see much canned or packaged 
food, so I suppose the winter could Jie 
pretty bad." h e said. "The b use s wo uld 
■ start out headed somewhere arid end up 
parked on the side of the road because 
there wasn’t enough fuel." 

In .spite of the hard times, Giatz fo und 

the SiDcrian people wnrm:and accepting.'' 
They would invite the pastors to their 
homes for dinner, where they would 
prepare "bits of fish or chicken with 
borscht and brown bread. 

Food is expensive in Siberia — S 1 a can 
- for u Pepsi. SI cachTSr a banana or an 
orange on the open market. 

Some 350,000 people reside in the 
harbor area where Giatz spent most of 
his trip. . 

“I was able to minister in a KGD 
hospital and in a snnitorium for navy 
seamen home on leave," said Giatz, who 
never felt threatened during his stay.' 
Revival meetings were held in a rented 
library meeting room. 

The 250-scot meeting room wtis 


always filled, and peoplC' seemed eager 
to hear the gospel message, Glat'z 
reported.

• ■ A Vista, Calif., controversy on tlie manor was dc.scribcd as “fueled on one 
side by dogmatists who attack evolution because they believe it can’t 
possibly be true, and on the other side by dogmatists who believe it simply 
has tote true.” 

The paperback book; ‘Teaching Science in a Climate of Controversy, 
was prepared by the American Scientific Afliliation, an organization of 
2,400 scientists who ore also Christions.
